NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—With hatpins and umbrellas several hundred 


women fought the police today in one of the fiercest riots since the be- 
ginning; of the'garmentworkers' strike. A lone policeman who tried to 
protect male strikebreakers was beaten black and blue. 
The .policemen 


arrested one woman but had to summon twelve more bluecoats before he 
could gel his prisoner to the' station house. The police accomplished this 
by forming a hollow square whichv was beset on all sides by the battling 
garment workers. 


Five women were arrested in this riot and in another which" started 


when the women assaulted a truck driver who was delivering mattresses 
for the use of strikebreakers. 


The strike of dress ancL_shirtwaist workers, one of several trades 


involved in the garmentworkers' walk out, was settled today and most of the 
37,000 workers will return to the shops next Monday. The terms of the 
agreement include a general increase in wages, shorter hours, the appoint- 
ment of a board to settle questions of' sanitation and a permanent S3'stem 
of arbitration.

About 6000 strikers in shops not connected with the Dress and Waist 


Manufacturers' association are not affected by the agreement and, it is 
said, they will remain out. The garmentworkers'strike proper continues. 


BAXCiOR, Me.. Jan. IS.—One hun- 


dred and sixty engineers and llremen, 
tho total force employed on the Ilan- 
gor & Aroostook railroad struck today 
to enforce demauds for an Increase in 
wages. 


Tile strike had licen forecasted for 


several days and the road hud pre- 
pared to fill the positions with non- 
union men. It was announced before 
noon that most of the passenger trains 
were being operated as usual. A nor- 
mal passenger shedule was promised 
by tonight. 


Officials today gave their

Prolonged interruption of 
freight 


service would, it was admitted, seri- 
ously interfere with the shipping of

through -\vhich the Bangor it Aroostook 
operates. Several paper mills arc de- 
pendent upon the railroad .not only to 
get their products to the markets but 
also to set their coal supplies. 
The 


mills of the Great Northern Paper Co. 
at Millinocket and East Millinocket 
hyd hut tvro weeks' supply of fuel on 
hand today, it was reported. 
More 


than a thousand lutnds arc employed 
in these two mills. Similar conditions 
are reported to exist in a number of 
other large paper manufacturing plants 
along the Bangor & Aroostook lines. 


The directors of the road met yes- 


terday and refused the demands, the 
granting_of which they asserted would 
not be justified by the earnings.
